Reagan retorted 
by implying that Cox was a demagog. 
Finally, and after it looked as if the two 
Democratic members would not be satisfied 
without goah, Cox expressed sorrow for 
his exhibition of temper, and the Repub- 
licans sadly witnessed the curtain fall on 
the lively scene. 


A TERRIFIC explosion was caused in a coal 
mine afew miles south of Salem, O., yester- 
day by the stupidity and pigheadedness 
of a man named Smith, who, contrary 
to the orders of the mine superintend- 
ent, went into a mine room with 
a lighted lamp.

Fatal Collision on the Old Colony 
Railroad in Massachusetts. 


Several of the Passengers Killed, 
Wounded, and Burned. 


Frightful Explosion of a Linseed-Oil 
Manufactory in St. Paul, Minn. 


Two Men Buried Beneath the Debris of 
the Demolished Building. 


The Ruins on Fire and Still Burning at a 
Late Hour This Morning. 


FRIGHTFUL EXPLOSION. 
CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 10.~A Leader 
trom che scene of the explosion a few miles 
south of Salem says: Aman named Smith was 
going into the mine, when the Superintendent 
cautioned him about going to a certain room, as 
it contained fire damp. But as that was dry, while 
around the track was filled with water, Smith 
disobeyed orders and attempted to pass through 
the forbidden room with a lighted lamp in bis 
hat. Immediately a terrific explosion occurred, 
blowing through fifteen feet of earth composing 
the roof, and carrying death and destruction to 
all around. About twenty men were at work in 
the mine, six of whom were 
KILLED OUTRIGHT, 

and a number danrerousiy wounded. A mule 
and trainof eight cars were shotoutof the 
main entrance asif froma cannon. Another 
mule, drawing a cart in which a man was seated, 
was blown on top of the cart, killing the driver. 
A dog was also biowu out of the mine. One man, 
Jackson Leck, just entering, was blown back 
and over a high railroad embankment into the 
ereek below. He is badly hurt, The men not 
disabied or killed escaped through a shaft to the 
open air. 


THE KILLED 
are: James Logan and son, James Mehan, Will- 
iam Haley, George Henshilwood, and Ed Smith, 
the main who caused the explosion. He was 
badly mutilated and his body burned to a crisp. 

THE WOUNDED 
are: James Crouch, Robert Haley, Ed Creigan, 
John Aiken, Peter Wilson, and two brothers. 
Nearly all are badly hurt, and some will die.

RAILROAD MURDER.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 10.—A serious accident 
occurred this morning at Walpole, the junction 
of the Old Colony and New York & New England 
Railroads, by an tnward bound freight train oa 
the latter road colliding with the Old Colony 
steamboat train going north. It was very foggy 
at the time, but the engineer of the passenger 
train on stopping at the station, which is within

ANOTHER RAILROAD HORROR. 

ALLExXTOWN, Pu., Feb. 10.—A disastrous rail- 
road accident occurred at Rock Hill Station, on 
the Northern Pennsylvania Ratiroad, caused by 
the passenger train due at 8:17 a. m. run- 


& Milwaukee and the St. Paui & Sioux 
City Railroad bridge. An alarm was promptly 
turned in, but, owing to the distance and the 
inaccessibility of the place, no aid could de 
rendered by the Fire Department. The flames 
spread, and aimost instantly enwrapped the en- 
tire structure. Definit information as to the 
cause of the expiosion is not obtainable even at 
this late hour, nor is it certain that the exact 
facts will ever be known. 

At the time of the explosion there were, ſt ap- 
pears, three men in the building. Of these, two 
were John Muey, the superintendent, and his 
nephew, a young man named John Petri, both 
of whom are buried beneath the ruins. The 
third man, a Swede known as Andy, who acted 
in the capacity of fireman, escaped. He reports 
being in the engine-room at the time, when he 


‘+ heard a noise, and immediately the brick began 


falling about his head, whereupon be ran out 
onto the lake, and thus narrowly escaped death. 
He had noticed nothing unusual before the ex- 
plosion, and, in fact, was not in the mill proper 
atthe time. His escape was a very narrow one. 
The two unfortunate men who lost their lives 
came bere but recently from Chicago, and were 
comparative strangers. 

At the time of the explosion the process of 
steaming out—that is, of fore superbeated 
steam through the seed mash, which is saturated 
by benzine—was in progress. The process is a 
new one, and has been extensively adopted of 
late years as the best means of extracting the 
oil. explosion is believed to have been of 
su perhea steam, or eee benzine. The 
walls of the entire building were prostrated, 
except asmall portion of the east wall, which 
is still standing. Vast volumes of smoke bave 
been rising all day from the ruins, which 
are still on fire. The loss is stated by the pro- 
prietors at $25,000, but it is believed to be much 
more than this—probably 640,000. The build 
wus new, built of stone, three stories high, an 
fullof valuable machinery and stock. in- 
surance is $20,000,

IX n LABoucHwERE says that it has been 
found necessary to suspend the liberties of 
the House of Commons in order to suspend 
the liberties of the people of Ireland, The 
series of rules which Speaker Brand reported 
in the Commons yesterday confirm Mr. 

In effect they 
make the Speaker the autocrat of the British 
Parliament, He may silence a member 
whose observations he may consider super- 
fluous or irrelevant, may decline to enter- 
tain motions for adjournment when in his 
opinion they are obstructive, may cut off de- 
bate if he is sustained by a Sto-1 vote of the 
members present, may order a rising or sit- 
ting vote instead of a lobby division. Some of 
these changes are improvements, but those 
rules which elothe the Speaker with almost 
absolute power are arbitrary in the extreme, 
and certainly without precedent in any par- 
They are completely at 
variance with British ideas on the subject as 
hitherto understood, and even as enunciated 
by Mr. Brand himself. Last year a select 
committee of the House of Commons was 
appointed to revise the rules. The Commit- 
tee reported through Mr. Raikes, the Chair- 
man of Committees, or Deputy-Speaker, and 
when the report was submitted to the House 
Mr. Brand said: I draw a broad distinction 
between fair opposition to a particular meas- 
uré and persistent and vexatious obstruc- 
tion to a variety of measures for defeating 
the will of Parliament.“

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THE VIADUCTS AWD THE RAILROADS OF 
CHICAGO 


No question of municipal government can 
bave greater importance than that which the 
construction of viaducts is now assuming, 
and, in fact, has already assumed. The pol- 
icy of the City of Chicago towards the rall- 
ways has always been a most liberal one. All 
the railways have been admitted to the city 
under the most generous terms. Not only 
have they been permitted to locate their pas- 
senger-depots in the central parts of the city, 
but also their stations for the receipt and de- 
livery of merchandise, with unlimited free- 
dom of access from all quarters, and with 
unlimited means of communication and ex- 
change and transfer of cars from one road to 
the others. In no other city on this jeonti- 
nent, nor in Europe, have railroads such fa- 
cilities for the cheap and prompt transaction 
of their business as they have in 
Chieago. The grain elevators are all located 
in the very central portions of the city, and it 
is no unusual thing for the railroads to deliver 
atthe elevators and from their yards 2,500 
ears of grain per day, and to remove those 
ears to make room for others,—something 
which would be physically impossible were 
it not for the free and unobstructed employ- 
ment of these trains at all hours through and 
over the streets of the city. The construc- 
tion of viaducts has been of the greatest util- 
ity to railroads. The immense business 
done by the railways on the North Side east 
of Wells street would have to be wholly 
abandoned were it not for the viaducts on 
Wells, Clark, and State streets. As it is, 
these structures have enabled the railroads 
to obtain the exclusive use of North Water 
street for their trains and for the business at 
their depots. The franchise to cross Clark 
and State streets would be comparatively 
valueless to the companies in the absence of 
viaducts, 

In like manner are the viaducts over Lake, 
Madison, Adams, and Van Buren streets an 
indispensable necessity to all roads using 
West Water street: in the absence of via- 
ducts that route would have to be aban- 
doned, and the expulsion of the rallways be- 
yond certain limits would long since have 
become an imperious necessity. The privi- 
lege of building viaducts over all the streets 
crossed by railways’ is the most valuable of 
all the franchises possessed by the railways 
doing business in Chicago; without that 
privilege their right to cross these strests 
would be valueless, and would entail a cost 
of maintenance and an interruption to busi- 
ness that would compel an abandonment of 
all business within the city limits. As a 
franchise the privilege of building viaducts 
over ail street-crossings is of incalculable 
value to the railway companies, and one 
which they should, as a matter of economy, 
be the last to surrender. 

The necessity for these viaducts is obvious 
to all, and to no one more than to the ran 
road companies. Tut TRIBUNE yesterday 
published some of the details ot the partial 
agreement made in 1873, whereby the old 
railroad companies agreed to build viaducts 
when thereto required by the city, the latter 
consenting to pay the damages for raising 
the buildings on the approaches. All the 
companies which have been admitted since 
1873 have been committed to this agreement. 

The City Government has, however, been 
greatly remiss in not requiring the construc- 
tion of viaducts since that time. At the con- 
ference in 1873, Mr. Carter, President of the 
Board of Public Works, submitted the fol- 
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its trains across that street without first com- 
ing to a full stop, nor at any time faster than 
at the rate of one mile an hour. 


2. That at anyand all street-crossings with-. 


in the limits of Chieago where no viaduct 
has been built no company refusing or omit- 
ting to build viaducts, of the manner as re- 
quired by the city ordinance, shall move any 
ofits trains over any street-crossing unless 
there shall be a n on each side of such 
crossing, by day and by night, to warn per- 
sons Wishing to cross such street. 

3. That whenever any railway company 
shall refuse, fail, or neglect to repair or 
renew the roadway or strocture of any 
viaduct over any street-crossing, when there- 
to required by the city autherity, then it 
shall not be lawful for such railway to move 
any of its trains over any of its tracks within 
the city limits by steam power, or by any 
other means than horse power, durmg such 
time as such viaduet shall remain unre- 
paired er unfit or unsafe for travel. 

These regulations may be supplemented 
almost indefinitly, and a brief experience of 
their enforcement may possibly bring these 
railway companies to understand. that the 
viaducts are in every sense constructions for 
the benefit and convenience of the railways, 
and not of the public, and that of all the fran- 
chises enjoyed by the railways in this city 
there is no one of equal value or of such in- 
dispensable importance as the privilege of 
building viaducts and keeping them in repair.

AN ENGLISH VIEW OF U6. 

It is always pleasant to know what our 
neighbors think of us, when they think well 
of us, and for this reason we reprint else- 
where an editorial article from the London 
Times of a recent date commenting upon the 
growth, progress, and status of this country 
as shown by the census returns for 1880. It is 
an article which may be read with pride, as 
it comes from asource which hitherto has 
been rather disparaging than laudatory, and 
its tendency will be to promote friendly feel- 
ing and to call outa sentiment of gratitude 
for compliments and of gratification that at 
last English eyes are wide open with aston- 
ishment at our progress, which the Times 
sums up as follows: “A nation has never 
exhibited a more magnificent picture of ma- 
terial progress for ten years. Since 1870 
more than eleven and a half millions 
have been added to the population 
ata rate of 30 per cent increase. Except 
China and Great Britain and Russia, no Gov- 
ernmentcan count more subjects. In the 
number of citizens moved by similar im- 
pulses, and recognizing common ends, the 
British Empire itself yields to the great Re- 
public.” 
million Americans more than match the 
eighty-six millions of Russians and that the 
hundreds of millions of Chinese cannot be 
compared with them as a force among man- 
kind is not particularly complimentary. 
We had much rather the compurison 
had been made with the English themselves, 
to see which of the two forces, American or 
British, is most strongly influencing the world. 
This in part, however, the Times concedes 
When it admits that there is no danger in the 
multiplying of the race, since America keeps 
equal pace in its productivity, and as fast as 
the European census advances fresh means 
of support fromthe New World are made 
available. While the Times is astonished at 
the growth of the country and its grain-pro- 
ducing area, itis equally astonished at the 
growth of cities and towns, and says: “Itis 
a peculiarity of North American develop- 
ment and evidence of its solidity that town 


and country growtogether. As the branches | 


and roots of a healthy tree should stretch 
forth in unison, prosperous country life 
in a newly planted American territory 
is certain to have its reflex in a 
thriving neighboring market town.” In 
this regard Europe affords no parallel. 
The only criticism which the Times makes 
is that the determination of Americans 
wherever they may be placed to have some of 
the luxuries of secial convenience does not 
conduee to the picturesqueness of American

He 
must have caused the Committee to stare or 
smile.

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The Armies of Greece and Turkey. 

The Military Review contains in ite last 
number au exhaustive description of the mili- 
tary preparations and organizations for war 
which have been made during the last three 
mouths in Greece and Turkey. As is well 
known, the Heview is edited by the officers of the 
General Staff of the second category of the 
Imperial German Department of War, and its 
contents are based upon documents and reports 
in reference to the military status of foreign 
countries. The object of these publications is 


‘to keep the officers of the German armies 


well informed and posted as to all 
revolutionary movements, m rs, and 
things which transpire beyond _ borders of 
the German Empire. A clear and comprehen- 
sive statement of the real military situation on 
the Balkan Péninsula is given in the following: 

The recruiting and enlisting of volunteers for 
the Greek army has in instead of falling 
otf.

Minor, Russia, and even Marseilles. At the

CALYLE’S FUNERAL. 
Special Cable. 

Loxnox, Feb. 10.—Carlyle’s remains were 
interred in the family burial-ground of St. 
Fechan’s Churehyard, in the peaceful ham- 
let of Ecclefechaul, where he first saw the 
light. It was at one time hoped that the 
ashes of the great Scotsman might be fit- 
tingly deposited in Westminster. Abbey, 
and when it was known’ that this 
honor was declined by his friends, in unison 
with his own earnest wishes, it was 
expected that he would be laid 
beside his wife in the ruined 
aisle of Haddington Cathedral. It waa, 
however, Carlyle’s wish to repose among his 
kinsfolk, and to be buried with as little pomp 
and circumstance as possible. Both the 
hour and the place of interment were con- 
sequently unknown until a short time before 
the funeral. The remains left London with 
the express on Wednesday night and reached 
Carlyle at 5on Thursday, where, after a few 
hours, they were forwarded to Eeclefechaul. 

THE FUNERAL CORTEGE 
left the station for the churchyard at noon. 
The mourners were James Carlyle, 
Sr., the brother of Thomas; James 
Carlyle, Jr., the nephew of the 
deceased; John Carlyle, his nephew: Austin 
Carlyle, his nephew; Robert Carlyle, his 
cousin; Mr. Aitken, his brother in- 
law; Dr. Alexander Carlyle, Alexander 
Welsh, cousin of the late Mrs. 
Carlyle; Capt. Henry F. Watt, of Liver- 
pool: Prof. Tyndail, Mr. Froude, the histor- 
ian; Prof, Leckie, and other relatives of the 
deceased.

Mr. Chamberlain, President of the Board 
of Trade, in the House of Commons replied 
to a question of Lord John Mauners. He 
could not say that any formal negotiations 
relative to copyright were pending in the 
United States. He detailed the circum- 
stances under which adraft of the proposal 
originating with the publishers of the 
Eastern States had been submitted to 
the Government by theAmerican Min- 
ister, with a request for the expres- 
sion of an opinion in regard to it. Mr. Cham- 
berlain was not at all sanguine the proposal 
would be formally submitted toher Majesty’s 
Government. He had, however, consulted 
the law officers of the Crown, and was 
informed that the treaty could be nego- 
tiated under existing copyright acts on 
the basis of the proposal, provided 
the Government thought the rights of 
persons interested in books in Great 
Britain would be duly protected, The treaty, 
however, could not be negotiated uuder the 
condition that American books, which it is 
sought to protect, could be printed and pub- 
lished in England. Such a provision would 
need the special sanction of Parliament. He 
was still awaiting an answer from English 
authors and publishers as to their opinion 
relative to the advisability of a provision 
giving such protection, and other points 
which he had submitted to them.

SENSATIONAL ESCAPES.

Sr. Lovis, Feb. 10.—The river to-day presents 
a completely changed appearance. It is literally 
asea of waving ice. The murky atmosphere 
obscares a view of the river for any great dis- 
tance, but as far as the eye can see up and down 
the stream, and from shore to shore, nothing is 
visibie but a mighty mass of broken ice. The 
frozen surface of 1,500 miles of the Missouri, all 
broken and erunebed into bits from contact with 
bridge-piers and with each other, move on un- 
resisted toward the Gulf.

enough. While it was going on they sat and 
looked as rapt and grateful as cats do when one 
strokes their backs; and whenever the curtain 
fell they rose to their feet in one solid, might 
multitude, and the air was snowed thick wit 
waving handkerchiefs, and hurricanes of ap- 

lause swept the place. This was not compre- 
ensibie tome. Of course there were many peo- 
there who were not under compulsion to 
stay, yet the tiers were as full at the close as 
they had been at the beginning. This showed 
that the people liked it. 

It was a curious sort of a play. In the matter 
of costumes and scenery it was fine and showy 
enough; but there was not much action. That 
is to gay, there was not much really done: it was 
only taiked about; and always violently. it 
was what one might call a narrative play. 
Everybody had a narrative and a grievance. and 
none were reasonable about it t all in an offen- 
sive and ungovernable state. There was littie of 
that sort of customary thing where the tenor 
and the soprano stand down by the footlights, 
warbling, with blended voices, and keep holding 
out their arms toward each other, and spreading 
both hands over first one breast and then over 
the other with a shake and a pressure,—no, it 
was every rioter for himself and no binding. 
Each sang his indictive nurrative in turn, ac- 
companied by the whole orchestra of sixty in- 
struments, and when this had continu for 
some time, and one was boping they might come 
to an understanding and modify their noise, a 
great chorus, composed mainiy of maniacs, 
would suddenly break forth, and then during 
two minutes, and sometimes three, I lived over 
again all that Ij had suffered the time the or- 
phan asylum burned down. 

We only bud one brief little season of heaven 
and heaven's sweet ecstasy and ce during all 
this long, and diligent, and acrimonious repro- 
duction of the other place. This was while 
a go 
aroun 


music,—almost divine music. White my seared 
soul was steeped in the 1 balm of those 
gracious sounds, it seemed to me that I couid 
almost resuffer the torments which had gone 
before, in order to be so healed again. This is 
where the deep ingenuity of the operutie idea is 
betrayed. It deals so largely in pain that its 
shattered delights are prodigiously augmented 
by the contrasts. A pretty air in an opera is 
prettier there than it could be anywhere eise, I 
suppose, just as an honest man ia politics shines 
more than he could elsewhere. 

I have since found out that thereis nothing 
the Germans like so much as opera. They like 
it, not in a mild and moderate sense, but with 
their whole hearts. This isa legitimate result of 
habit and education. Our Nation will like the 
opera, too, by and by, no doubt. One iu fifty of 
those who attend our operas likes it already. 
perhaps, but I think a good many of the other 
forty-uine go in order to learn to like it, and the 
next in order to be able totalk knowingly about 
it. The latter usually hum the airs while they 
are being sung, 80 that their neighbors may — 
ceive that they have been to operas before. The 
funerais of these do not occur often enough. 

A gentile, old-maidish person and a sweet 
young girl of 17 sat right in front of us that 
night at the Manheim opera. These people 
talked between the acts, and I understood — 


icked up — of confidences; uo. 
mean many of her little confidences,—meaning 
the elder party,--for the young girl oaly listened 
and gave asse nods, but never said a word 
How pretty she was, and how sweet she was! I 
wished she would speak. But evidently she was 
absorbed in her own thoughts, her own young 
girl's dreams, and found a dearer pleasure in si- 
lence. But she was not dreuming sieepy dreams; 
she was awake, alive, alert; she could not 
sit stilla moment; she was an enchanting study. 
Her guwn was of a soft, white, silky stuf that 
clung to her round young figure like a fish's 
skin, and ic was rippled over with the graceful- 
est little fringy films of lace; she had deep, tender 
eyes, with long, curved lashes; and she had peachy 
cheeks, and a dimpled chin, and such a dear 
little dewy rosebud of a mouth; and she was so 
dovelike, so pure, and 80 gracious, so sweet and 
bewitching. Fur long hours I did — ＋ Be 
she would speak. And at last she did; red 
lips parted, and out leaped her thougnt, and 
with such a guileless and pretty enthusiasm, too: 
“Au ntie, I just know I’ve got five hundred fleas 
on me! 
That was probably over the average. es. it 
must have been very much over the average. 
The average at that time in the Grand Duchy of 
Baden was forty-Uve toa young person (when 
alone), according to the official estimate of the 
Home Secretary for that year; the average for 
older people was shifty and indeterminabie, for 
whenever a wholesome. young girl came 
into the presence of her elders 
she immediately towered their average, and 
raised her own. She became a sort of contribu- 
tion box. This dear young thing in the theatre 
had been sitting there unconsciously taking up 
a collection. any a skinny old being in our 
neighborhood was the happier and the resttuler 
for ber coming. 

In that large audience, that night, there were 
eight very eonspicuous people. ese were 
ladies who bad their bats or bonnetson. What 
a blessed thing it would be if a lady could make 
herself conspicuous in our theatres by wearing 
her bat. It is not usual in Europe to allow 
ladies and gentlemen to take bonnets, hats, 
overcoats, canes, or umbrelias into the audito- 
rum, but in Mannheim this rule was rot 
inforced, because the 
largely made up of people from a 
distance, and among these were always 
a few timid ladies who were afraid that if they 
had to go into an anteroom to get their things 
when the play was over they would miss their 
train. But the great mass of those who came 
from a distance always ran the risk and took 
the chances, preferring the loss of the train to a 
breach of good manners and the discomfort of 
being unpleasantly conspicuous during a stretch 
of three or four hours.

To compensate as far as possible for this dis- 
appointment, Remenyi gave the Liberty 
Hymn” as a violin solo, in addition to the three 
numbers for which he was down on the 
program. All were executed with the 
usual skill of the noted Hungarian virtuoso. 
Ernst’s Fantasia on Othello gave bim an ad- 
mirable opportunity for the display of tls mas- 
terly technique,—the fingering and bowing be- 
ing of an exceedingly delicate and complicated 
character: and his excellent work here won for 
him astorm of applause. The 
Dance and Love-Duet,” of Remenyt's own com- 
position, was, of course, a piece of a totally di- 
ferent character, being pervaded by a meiodic 
spirit, sometime’ approach to sensuousness.

THE SMALL- FOX. 
At 2:90 u’clock yesterday afternoon Alds. Cul- 


lerton, Thompson, and Murphy, three of the 
“Pest-House Committee of the Council, met 
iu the City Clerk's office to discharge the duty 
assigned them about a week ago. This duty was 
supposed to be to hear and consider upon any 
charges whieh might be made relative to the 
management of the pest-house system; but not 
only were two of the Committee absent,—Alds. 
Lawler and Wickersham,—but there was not a 
single witness present to make charges against 
the manner in which the pest-houge affairs had 
been conducted. Health-Commissioner De Wolf 
was present, and the property-owners in the vi- 
cinity of the pest-house were represented de- 
fore the Committee by Mesers. J. C. Coonley, C. 
H. McCormick, and Peter Schuttier. Mr. Coon- 
ley, who acted as principal spokesman for the 
delegation, was accorded the privilege of first 
addressing the Committee. 

Mr. Conley said he had no complaint to make 
regarding the man&gement of affairs at the 
pest-house, for he knew nothing about that 
question. What de wanted to talk about and 
protest against was the present location of the 
institution. It was on a main thoroughfare, and 
in the midst of a great manufacturing locality. 
It was natural for the manufacturing interests 
to follow the river, and this ied to the pest- house 
region. The gentieman employed at his iron- 
works there about 600 men, about 190 of whom 
had been vaccinated. A great many of the men 
wanted to reside near the works, but refused to

RAILROADS. 


THE WESTERN PASSENGER POOL. 

Nothing has yet been learned from the meeting 
of the Committee of General Managers, consist- 
ing of A. A. Talmadge, J. B. Carson, and J. F. 
Tucker, who met at St. Louis Wednesday to 
consider pians for the settiement of the troubles 
regarding Western passenger rates. Most of the 
time of the Committee will, no doubt, be taken 
up in the consideration of the pooling-plan pro- 
posed by the General Passenger and Ticket 
Agents, the provisions of which were published 
in last Sunday's Tanten. It is probable that 
this plan, with some moditications, will be pro- 
posed by the Committee to the general meeting 
to be held ip this city Tuesday. It is considered 
very doubtful, however, whether it will be 
adopted, for the reason that several of the roads 
are strongly opposed to it. The Wabash 
alone seems to push this scheme, boping there- 
by to gain concessions which it cannot obtain 
otherwise. This road refuses to have any action 
taken regarding the unlimited tickets in the 
hands of scalpers and speculators, or to submit 
a statement showing the amount Of such tick- 
ets sold and at what price they were disposed of. 
The other roads say they will never submit to a 
pooling arrangement unless the Wabash recedes 
from its position, and submifs a statement show- 
ing the number of unlimited tickets placed upon 
the market. 

The plan proposed by the General Passenger 
* provides that the pool is to be based — 
the business done by the various road lust 
The Kuck Island, however, emphatically re — 
to have the pool arranged on any such basis, 
claiming that the business of last year 
does not indicate what it is _ prop- 
erly entitied to, as its new Kansas 
City line via Cameroun was not then fully estab- 
lished, and itis new ina condition to show far 
better resulta. os thie road refuses to have 
tho matter of — percentages for the ee 
ous roads submitted to arbitration, and it is 
hardly possible that the managers will be able to 
agree —— percentages among themselves. 

All other plans, except that of povling the 
business between Chicago, St. Louis, and Mis- 
souri River points, bave saiready been given up 
as impracticable, and it is therefore hard to see 
how the present difficulties can be overcome 
without fighting another war that will make the 
roads more tractable than they now are. 

— 
SPREADING OUT. 

It is now claimed that the new issue of $10,000, - 
000 of additional stock by the Union Pacific Rail- 
way Company, offered to stockholders at par, is 
not designed to water the stock of this corpora- 
tion, but that the proceeds of the new issue, ex- 
opt a small amount to meet tho floating debt, 
probably less than $1,000,000, are to be eapended 
in extending several branches of the road, and 
also lu extending its lines to compete with the 
Northern Pacific for the future traflic of Oreron 
and Washington Territory. 

It looks as if the Union Pacific, not satisfied 
with the more than 3,000 miles of railroad 
which it now has under its management, 
intends to be aggressive enough to 
ocoupy the Immense country which it now con- 
trols and also to search for new tields. Besides 
extensions of the Utah Northern, now reaching 
over 800 miles from Ogden toward Montana, to 
which it is expected a 100-miie addition will be 
immediately made, itis understood that a large 
portion of the funds realized by the recent issue 
of stock will be expended in the construction of 
a new road reaching from the main line to Baker 
City, in Oregon, where connections will be made 
with the road of the Uregon Railway & Naviga- 
tion Company. 

It was at first proposed to commence this new 
road at some point on the Central Pacific west 
of Ogden. But the intention is to commence at 
a point on the Union Pacific seventy miles east 
of en, near Evanston, running thence up 
the ar River and Lake Valley, cross the 
Utah Northern at a point near the Fort Hail Iu- 
dian Agency. This will furnish a shorter and 
better graded lime for the traffic from the main 
line for Montana and the country reached by 
the Utah Northern than via Ogden. After cross- 
ing the Utah Northern the new road will strike 
the valley of the Snake River, which it will fol- 
low via Boise City, and, crossing Idaho Terri-

INDIANA MATTERS. 


Investigation of the Management of 
the Deaf and Dumb I stitution—The 
New State-Mouse Building.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 10.—An investiga- 
tion of the management of the State Veaf and 
Dumb Iustitution since it has been under Demo- 
cratic control is in progress before a Legislative 
Committee.

UNDERGROUND WIRES. 
PROF. BARRETT PREPARES AN ORDINANCE. 

Some time ago the City Council passed an or- 
der directing Superintendent Barrett, of the 
Fire Alarm Telegraph, to prepare an ordinance 
covering the subject of underground wires. It 
is well known that Prof. Barrett believes 
in the cable system, where each wire is 
thoroughly insulated and the cable placed in 
lead pipe, where, he believes, there will be a 
great deal less induction than 1 resent 
system. By cabling the wires Prof. rett 
thinks a certain amountof induction is pre- 
vented, and he — in giving the matter a 
practical task. ordinance previously pre- 
sented to the Council did not meet the views df 
those interested in telegraphs, and the new one, 
it is believed, will be more satisfactory. It pro- 
vides that after July 1, 1883, no les or wires 
shall be erected above ground in the district 
bounded by Van Buren street on the south, by 
Lake Michigan on the east, and by the Chicago 
River on the west and north. 

That after July 1, 1884. no wires or poles shall 
be erected in the district bounded by Twenty- 
second street on the south, by Lake Michigan 
on the east, by the river on the west, and by Van 
Buren street on the north. . 

That after July 1, 1885, no wires or poles shall 
be erected in the district bounded by Halsted 
street on the west, on the West Side. 

That after July 1. 1886, no poles or wires shall 
be erec in that portion of the North Division 
bounded by Chivago avenue on the north and by 
the river on the west and south. 

That after July 1, 1887, no poles or wires shall 
be erected insiJe the corporate limits of the Cit 


of Chicago. 

This ordinance gives the r ample 
time to make the change. It has n referrea 
to Ald. Thompson, Chairman of the Committee 
on Fire and Water. The present Finance Com- 
mittee feels disposed to make an ap tion 
for undeground cables to connect with the new 
City-Hail. The experiment would not be a bad 
one,

Tae Supervisor of each township 
shall have charge of such 1 — relief, and 
all expenses incurred. by him for such purpose 
shall be audited bythe Township Board of Audit- 
ors, or. in case of incorporated towns, the Town 
Trustees, and paid in the same way as other 
town expenses. 

SEC. 2. When paupers need support in a Poor- 
House, such fact shail be certified in writing by 
the Supervisor, and if a majority of the Board 
of Townshi 7 Auditors or Trustees concur in the 
same in writing, then such pauper shall be sup- 
ported at the County Poor- House at the expense 
of the county. Said County Board shall not 
change the mode of granting relief ottener than 
once in five years. 

Sec. 3. Counties shall not be liable to support 
any pauper except at the Poor- House, and sball 
in no case be liable for temporary or out-door 
relief furnished persons in townships.

THE FLOODGATES OPENED. 

By this time there was such a general de- 
sire to introduce bills that the rules were 
suspended and the roll called for that pur- 
pose. 

Balawin, of Bureau, introduced a bill de- 
signed to protect the minority of stockhold- 
ers in corporations. It repeals the law of 
four years ago, which secured to a bare ma- 
jority of the stockholders of a corporation 
the right to change the number of Directors 
from even to odd. The present measure, if 
it should pass, will require a majority of two- 
thirds in order to change the number of Di- 
rectors. 

The same gentleman introduced a bill 
giving to Circuit Courts the power to remand 
appeals from a Justice of the Peace back to 
the County Court. The object of the bill is 
to relieve overcrowded Circuit Courts in 
counties where there are County Courts 
which are not oppressed with business. 

Billings, of Madison, offered a resolution 
instructing the Committee on Revenue to

AMENDING THE REVENUE LAW 
so as to allow the payment of taxes in the 
fall rather than in the spring of the year. 
The proposed reform is advocated at the re- 
quest and in the interest of the agricultural 
class. 

Carter, of Adams, introduced a bill provid- 
ing for the 
EMPLOYMENT OF SHORT-HAND REPORTERS 
in courts of record whenever such employ- 
ment would,in the opinion of the Court, 
facilitate the administration of justice. The 
fees are to be fixed by the Court and taxed as 
costs, and transcripts are to be furnished, 
whenever desired, at 15 cents per folio of 100 
words. 

SURPLUS RAILROAD FUND. 

Chisholm, of Kane, introduced a bill which 
provides for the transfer of the $134,708 sur- 
plus of the IIlinois Central Railroad fund 
now in the Treasury to the general revenue 
fund of the State. It also provides for the 
setting aside of $25,800 of that sum for the 
payment of certain outstanding bonds issued 
to one John C. Smith and Levi Woodbury. 
The bonds are supposed to have been de- 
stroyed, or at least the State has been unable 
to get any track of them since 1860. For 
purposes of security, however, the bill pro- 
poses to proyide for their payment if ever 
presented. 

Collins, of Cook, offered the bill, already 
introduced in the Senate and published in 
full in Tne Trisune, providing for sewer- 
age districts, Sewerage Commissioners, etc. 

Cowen, of Macoupin, offered 

A REFORM MEASURE 
prohibiting the expulsion of pupils from 
school except after trial and conviction before 
a Justice of the Peace of incorrigibly bad 
conduct. The bill also makes it unlawful to 
detain pupils for chastisement or study after 
school hours, and provides a penalty of $50 
for a violation of the provision. 

Davis, of Fulton, put in a bill to do away 
with “faking” within one mile of country 
fairs. 

Gorman, of Cook, introduced a bill lessen- 
ing the expense of redeeming real property 
sold for taxes. The penalty requiring it re- 
deemed within six months from date of sale 
is reduced to 10 per cent; if between six and 
twelve months, 20 per cent; if between 
twelve and eighteen months, 30 per cent; if 
between eighteen months and two years, 40 
per cent. 

Hill, of McLean, introduced a bill to amend 
the Medical and Surgical act in relation 
to what bodies may be delivered te 
medical schools for dissection. It ex- 
tends such delivery to cities of over 
50,000 population, instead, as now, of 
10,000. The same member got in his bill for 
the relief of E. W. Bakewell for a donation 


to the State of forty acres of land which he 
claims the State didn’t use for the purpose 


specified.

It requires 
architects and builders of such places to sub- 
mit their plans and obtain the approval of 
the Health Commissioner in regard to ven- 
tilation, light, air, drainage, and plumbing; 
plumbers are to receive the Commissioners 
certificate before commencing work, and are 
to proceed according to the plans and specifi- 
cations as approved by the Commissioners 
and the plumbing work is not to be covered 
up until approved by that officer. The pen- 
alty for architects and builders is from 
$100 ‘to $200, al for plumbers, 
with whose exorbitant bills the legislator 
has presumably had experience, from $100 to 
to $200 for the first offense, and a forfeiture 
of license for the second for a period of one 
An emergency clause is attached. 

MeWilliams, of Montgomery, introduced

he proper guards are thrown around any 
possible negligence on the part of the em- 
p'oyé himself or his knowledge of the defects 
referred to. 

Mieroslawski, of Cook, introduced a much- 
needed hut hitherto unsuccessful scheme to 
prevent pawubrokers from advancing money 
on or buying stolen property. It provides for 
the pawnbroker keeping a record, to contain 
among other things the answer of people 
pawning property in regard to the ownership 
of the property pawned, and prohibits an ad- 
vance unless the answers are satisfactory. 
Business hours are to be between 7 a. m. and 
6p.m. A violation of these provisions is 
made a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
from 850 to $500 for the first offense, and a 
similar fine, with imprisonment in jail for 
not more than a year, for each subsequent 


act. 

The same statesman introduced another re- 

form scheme requiring

to obtain a license fourteen days previous to 
marriage, and imposing a penalty of from 
thirty to ninety days in jail fur a violation of 
this trifling precaution. The bill also re- 
quires County Clerks to publish the licenses 
the day after they are issued, but is silent as 
to how or in what they shall be published. 

Mitchell, of MeLean, introduced a bill au- 
thorizing the Commissioners of Joliet Peni- 
tentiary to purchase certain lots near the 
Joliet bastile, and appropriating $10,000 for 
that purpose. The same gentleman also in- 
troduced a bill giving the Penitentiary au- 
thorities police powers on Peniten- 
tiary grounds over breakers of the 
peace, tresspassers, or any per- 
son violating any criminal law of the 
State. Persons thus arrested are to be com- 
mitted, and, if necessary, kept over night or 
Sunday, until brought before a Magistrate. 

Karney, of Tazewell, wanted an appropria- 
tion of $7,000 for deepening and widening the 
Spring Lake Canal. 

Peters, of Piatt, rolled in a bill about as 
long as the moral law, which was apparently 
intended to overhaul entire School law. 

Rockwell, of Cook, introduced the follow- 
ing, designed to circumvent one of the com- 
mon practices of 

CROOKED CONSTABLES: 
A Bruix for an act to restrain the abuse of 
process by an officer of court. 

Secrion I. Be it enacted, ete., That any officer 
having any writ, summons, warrant, or other 
process of court, issued by any Court or Justice 
of the Peace, in his hands for service, who shall 
in any wise alter or change the same, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished 
by a fine not exceeding $200, or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding ninety days in the County 
Jail, or both, in the Court.

Tontz, of Madison, allowing Town Super- 
visors 2 per cent on all moneys they dis- 
burse; one authorizing County Judges to 
transfer causes to the Circuit Court when 
such transfer is deeined necessary 
for the dispatch of business; the regular ap- 
propriation bill to cover the expenses of the 
State government; for the incorporation of 
ecclesiastic bodies; one providing for a 
shorthand reporter for each Judge in each of 
the Circuit Courts and the Superior and 
County Courts of Cook County, at a salary 
of from $5 to $8 per day, and 15 cents per 100 
words tor transcripts; and finally a billwap- 
propriating $30,400 for that rather expenshe 
official luxury known as the State Board et 
Agriculture. 

Murphy, of Perry, introduced a resolution 
providing for the submission to the peopleof 
a Constitutional amendment fixing the pay 
of members of the General Assembly at 8500 
per session and mileage of 10 cents a mile, 
and $4a day and 10 cents a mile during extra 
sessions.

WASG ro, D. C., Feb. 10.—In the meet- 
ings of the American Library Association to- 
day several interesting and valuable papers 
were read by members, and severeal import- 
ant topics of interest to librarians were dis- 
cussed. Most of the morning session was de- 
voted to the subject of library buildings, and 
to the study of plans for such structures. Mr. 
Spofford, Librarian of Congress, submitted 
an interesting statement relative to the pro- 
posed building for the National Library, and 
Mr. Smithmeyer, the aichitect whose plans 
for that building have been approved by the 
Commission appointed by Congress to con- 
sider the subject, explained his design. The 
paper on Construction of Library 
Buildings,” by Mr. William F. Poole, Libra- 
rian of the Chicago Public Library, was read 
by its author. Mr. Poole’s long service as a 
librarian and his thorough study of the sub- 
ject makes his opinions and conelusjons very 
important and valuable. His paper was re- 
ceived to-day with almost unanimous and 
unqualified approbation by the librarians 
present. Among them are the most eminent 
men in that profession in the United States. 
THE CONSTRUCTION OF LIBRARY BUILDINGS. 

The subject of library architecture came up 
for consideration at the last meeting of this As- 
sociation in Boston. Mr. Winsor iutroduced it 
by directing our attention to the construction of 
larger buildings than we have hade rience 
with and of which several will be built in this 
country during the next five years. 

in the course of my remarks at that meet 
Isaid: “i know of no better rule to be observe: 
in the library architecture of the future than 
this: ‘Avoid everything that pertains to the 
— and construction of the conventional Amer- 
can library building.“ In the next issue of the 
American Architect | was taken to task for this 
bit of radicalism, and lectured on the propriety 
of librarians leaving so abstruse a subject as 
architecture to be treated by those who had been 
professionally educated in its mysteries. 

I have had eighteen months to retiect on the re- 
marks which were commented on by my Boston 
ie $ and 1 find nothing in them to change or 
modity. 

By the “conventional American libary bulld- 
ing” I mean the style ot which the Boston 
Public Library, Boston Athenmwum, Astor 
Library, Cincinnati Public Library, Baltimore 
Peabody Institute, Congressional Library, and 
others which I might mention, are the represent- 


ative types. 

The main lib hall of the Peabody Institute 
of Baltimore is eighty-four feet long, seventy 
feet wide, and sixty-one feet high. In the front 
is the reaing-roum, seventy-two by thirty-six 
feet, and in the rear a work-room, thirty-eight 
and a half by twenty feet, and a librarian’s room

high; they project eighteen feet from the walis, 
and there is a passage-way two feet wide next to 
the wall ior access between the alcoves, which 
are tweive feet wide. A skylight in the roof 
and two small side-windows in each alcove 
furnish ample light. The present shelving 
capacity of the room is 150,000 volumes. It cer- 
tainly is a stately and imposing structure. 
There are some objections to this venerable and 
conventional arrangement, and I will mention: 

(1) The wastefulness of space in this central 
portion of the building. Books are sheived only 
in the aisies. The nave is empty, and serves no 
other purpose than contributing to the archi- 
tecturai effect. Is not this an expensive lux- 
ury? Here is a solid biock of vacuity, 5 feet 
long, 34 feet wide, and 61 bigh,—more than haif 
the capacity of the room,—whicb can be applied 
to no possible use in the storage of books. The 
floor can used, and is u in mostof the 
libraries of this class, as a reading-room, and as 
a promenade for tramps and sight-seers. It is 
unfit, however, as we shall presently see, for a 
reading-room; and the Trustees of the Peabody 
Institute have had the good sense to provide 
another and suitable room for this purpose. 
The storage of books, therefore, is the only prac- 
tical use to which this room is applied, and baif 
its capacity is wasted to secure architectural 
effect. 

(2) The second objection I will mention is the 
difficulty and expeuse of heating such a room as 
this. ln our Northern climate fires are kept 
for six or seven months in year, and 
for four of these months large fires. Hot 
air from a register or radiator ascends to the 
ceiling like a balloon, and the upper strata be- 
comes intensely heated before the lower stratum 
in which we live has a comfortable temperature. 
This arrangement is a wasteful expenditure of 


heat. 
(3) L object, in the third place, to the shelving | 


of books in galleries under any circumstances, 
and especially iu this iustauce, where the alcoves 
are led one upon the other six stories high. 1 
may group my objections under three heads: 

(a) Because galleries are a wasteful expendi- 
ture of the physical strength of attendants in 
climbing stairs, and of the time of readers in 
waiting for books. : 

h Because the bindings of books in galleries 
perish from heat, and the higher the books are 
above the floor the more active is this destruc- 
tiveagency. Leather is an animal tissue, and 
will not, like linen, cotton, paper, and other 
vegetable substances, sustain without injury a 
higher temperature than we find able to 
livein. Books cannot live where 
live. They are more nearly allied as con- 
geners than we are wont to suppose. In ex- 
cessive heat the leather of bindings slowly con- 
sumes and its life departs. The sulphurous re- 
siduum of gas combustion is also to be inju- 
rious to bindings.

bas since, with its great sShakspearean 
and Cervantes colleectious, been burned with fire 
and nothing of its more valuable treasures 
saved. The class of library buildings which we 
are now considering will contain books, manu- 
scripts, and public records of inestimable value, 
which money cannot replace. one of 
these libraries by fire would be a National ca- 
lamity. Afterall that may be done in the wa 
of external protection, there is still a large ris 
from internal accidents. Hence buildings such 
as we are considcring should be constructed in a 
series of fire-proof compartments in order that 
the fire may be contined to narrow limits. Iam 
= aware this precaution everhas been 
en. 

(6) In all the libraries of this ciass in our 
country, except the Peabody Institute, the open 
space inthe nave ot our old Gothic church is 
used as a general reading-room; and in the Pea- 
body Institute, where another reading-room has 
been provided, tables have been placed in front 
of each alcove, cutting off pubile access to 
them, at which students may study if the; 
choose. 

There are several objections to the use of this 
open space for that purpose. It is too public 
and bustimg a place for quiet study. Here the 
business of the library is done. Crowds of vis- 
itors and sight-seers are marching by, admiring 
the architecture, expressing their views on what 
they see, and asking each other in audible tones 
if they suppose the librarians have read all 
these books and know what they contain. One 
engaged in study bears remarks which were not 
intended for his ears, and sees sights which dis- 
tract his attention. 

(8) The eighth objection I have to this style of 
architecture is the difficulty of enlarging it. 
Any plan for library construction is faulty 
which does not foresee and provide for future 
enlargement, The Boston Public Library, with 
a bullamg like this, has for ten years been 
struggling with the problom of enlargement, 
and has at last solved it by resolving to abandon 
the buitding and the site, with all the ingenious 
devices and expensive improvements wade upon 
the premises during the past quarter ofacentury. 
The Astor Library makes its enlargement by 
erect another and similar building ou an ad- 
jacent lot. Its third building is now in process 
of erection. , 

The Trustees of the Peabody Institute have 
provided for the increase of its sheiving capac- 
ity in the same manner as was done in Boston, 
by dividing its alcoves with double cases. In 
anticipation of this change, two small windows 
for each alcove were vriginally made in the side 
walls, which will light both sides of the double 
cases, when they are built. It ig obvious that 
this arrangement will be a blemish to the archi- 
tectural effect of the interior. 

My ninth objection to this sort of library 
construction is its great cost, compared wit 
simpler, less pretentious, and were convenient 
buildings. The Boston Public Library Bullamg 
cost $23,000. The Cincinnati Public Library, 
with a capacity of 250,000 volumes, cost $350,000. 
The two structures of the Astor Library, and 
the third not vet compieted, all with a capacity 
of 300,000 volumes, will cost $308,000. It is a 
pee eer allowing the plaus of these 

yuildings to be the best that can be devised, 
whether these are not too larwe sums to be ex- 
pended for such limited accommodations. Is it 
not lavishing upon the casket what ought to be 
spent on the jewels? 

THE MODEL LIBRARY. 

In the plans I now lay before you I propose, 
on a lot of ground 200 feet square, the coustruc- 
tion of a building fora reierence library of a 
million volumes; and, in order that the library 
may grow, I expect upon the same lot, without 
cramping the space for storage, or ing 
anyt that has been constructed, to provide 
for 2,000,000, and later for 3,006,000, volumes. It 
is 282 at firstto erect no more of this 
building than is needed to meet present wants; 
and that additional compartments of similar 
construction shall be built from time to time as 
they are wanted. In devising this plan, I have 
sought to secure the I ts: 

(1) That the building shall as nearly fire- 
proof as practicable, and so constructed that if 
tire starts it shali be confined in the compart- 
ment in which it originates, and the rest of the 
library be saved. 

(2) That waste room shall be reduced to a 
minimum; that convenience and utility shall 
never yield to architectural effect, and that the 
building shall be easily and economically heated. 

(3) That more spacious and convenient quar- 
ters thau we now have shall be provided for the 
administrative department and the working 
rooms, 

(4) That there shall be no climbing of stairs 
for books, and no overheating of biadings in 
galleries. 

(5) * That ater facility ot communication 
between different parts of the library shall be 
secured, and that the booksshall be shelved near 
1 tloor and be reached without steps or lad- 

ers. 

% That quiet accommodations shall be pro- 
vided for readers, and separate rooms be as- 
signed to special subjects, and furnished with 
such special arrangements as they need for their 
storage and use. 

(7) That the cost of construction shall be kept 
within reasonable limits. and that convenicnce, 
utility, and economy shall be the controlling 
principles in the design. 

My first requirement is a lot of ground 200 feet 
square, surrounded on all sides Dy streets, or, 
what is better, other open space. On the middle 
of the side most appropriate for the main 
entrance I place tbe central building, sixty feet 
front and seventy-five feet deep, Which will be 
wholty devoted to the administrative depart- 
ment and work rooms of the li . 

The books will be stored not as now in one 
general repository, but in a series of rooms 
thrown out as wings from the centre buliding 
and extending around the lot. These rooms will 
be fifty teet wide, fifreen feet high, and as long 
as It is convenient to make them. The width of 
the wings will be determined by the space that 
can be well lighted by side windows, and that can 
be spanned by iron girders witbout pillars, Ten 
of these rooms ure indicated on the plans before 
you; and carrying same construction four 
stories high, there will be forty of these rooms 
in the whole structure. Each of the rooms win 
contain the books on some special subject, or jn

In an article on The Value of Money,” the 
London Heconomist says there are two grounds 
put torward as the basis of an expectation that 
money will continue to advance. The first is 
the diminution of the reservesin the banks of 
Europe and the fact that the demand is better 
whilst the supply is less. The second is, that as 
the long depression in business which followed 
1866 was succeeded by a time of dear money, we 
may expect tosee the same thing recur now, 
since the last depression bas worked off. The 
Economist points out that the comparison in the 
latter case is not fair, as 1866 stood midway be- 
tween two of the greatest warsof modern times, 
—the Civil War in America and the conflict be- 
tween France and Germany. The conflict in 
both cases cost in round figures 2£600,000,000, 
There were also the loans raised by the South 
and an immense exvenditure and loss of profit 
beyond these figures quoted. Only a small 
part of the demand for capital to take. the 
place of what was thus destroyed fell on this 
country, Still a great iniluence was pro- 
duced on our market by this demand. 
such destruction hus occurred during the late 
depression, and the influence referred to has 
been entirely absent. Again, the distress in 
1866 was caused by wholesale destruction of 
credit following along series of inflated trans- 
actions and over-specuiation. The depression 
which came to a close in 1889 arose from entirely 
different causes,—bad harvests and badly paying 
foreign trude. The Economist does not predict 
any course, but thinks it well that these differ- 
ences between the two periods should be clearly 
recognized before calculations are made upon 
their comparison.

In dry-goods circles nothing new was devel- 
oped.

Boots and shoes were in light request with no 
change in values. Clothing and millinery goods 
remain dull, as is usual at this stage of the 
season. There wasa moderate movement in 
staple and famey groceries at about steady 
figures, 

Dried fruits ruled firm, the most staple lines 
especially. The probability that the severe win- 
ter has done serious damage to the fruit trees 
imparts a confident feeling to holders. Canned 
goods were stronger trom the same cause. 
Eastern growers and canners of peaches are al- 
ready in the market picking up such lots as can 
be had at a not too marked advance over former 

rices, 

„ There was an easier market for all grades of 
butter not answering to the description of 
choice. Cheese remained firm as last quoted, 
fine full cream selling at 13@134%c, No changes 
are noted in the oil market. Coal and pig-iron 
were quoted as befure. ‘ 

In broom-corn there isa steady trade, at un- 
changed quotations. Eggs are weaker at 25c per 
dozen. There is no change to note in grease, 
which is in fair supply, both country and city. 
In green fruits oranges are scarce, and both 
native and foreign are marked up. There was a 
slightly incr@ased demand for hay, and with a 
falling off in the receipts the market is firm at 
quotations. Hides continue dull, with scarcely 
trade enough to establish quotations.

THE ADDIS SCANDAL. 


Vesterday’s Proceedings in the Addis 
Divorce Case at Grand Hapids, Mich. 
~The Smut-Miill Still in Full Blast. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

GrRanvp Rar. Mich., Feb. 10.—The proceed- 
ings in the Addis case to-day were devoid of 
sensational features. Mrs. Margaret M. Ste- 
phenson’s testimony was finished. It related 
almost wholly to the attempted settlement of 
the former case, when articles of separation 
were drawn up and sigred and a trust-deed 
made, which both parties signed, conveying to 
their son, William T. Addis, nearly all of Aadis’ 
landed property, estimated tobe worth $50,000 
or more, for the benefit of Mrs. Addis and her | 
children. This plan was warmly espoused by 


the son and his legal friends, and is 
one of the features of the case that 
the present suit is to nullify if possible. At the 


time this plan was in progress a card was pub- 
lished in the Daily Eagle of March 7 last in 
which Mrs. Addis stated that she did say “ yes“ 
to her husband asto some of his accusations, 
thinking he must know better, and that this was 
said when she was wearied beyond endurance 
and exasperated by his suspicions, and that she 
said what she did im irony. She stated in that 
ecard that the arrangements made for 
her were satisfactory. Mrs. Stephenson 
swears that Mrs. Addis was not satisfied 
with the setticment, nor with 
the card, and objected to them, but signed them, 
as she understood, because her son desired ber 
to. In the settlement no divorce was to be had; 
the matter was to be taken out of court entircly, 
and Mrs. Addis relinguished none of her dower 
rights in the balance of Addis’ property. She 
swears that though she was in the house at the 
time of the discovery of Blodgett there, and for 
four or five days after, and was the intimate, 
confidential triend of Mrs. Addis, they did not 
discuss the Blodgett matter at all. She is of 
the firm opinion that Mrs. Addis is 
an innocent woman, and the victim of a great 
wrong, and she believes fully in her (Mrs.

The evident purpose was to con- 
nect Addis with causing the note to be sent, or 
being privy to it. Dr. Luton had not com- 
pleted the direct examination, but had 
denied that Addis bad any connection with or 
knowledge of the note so far as he knew.

THE OTHER DIFFICULTY 

lies in the sewerage system. At State street the 
sewers are eight anda half feet below grade. 
The bottom of the viaduct will have to be a lit- 
tie over nineteen feet above the tracks in order 
to leave sufficient space fora freight car and a 


brakeman. Still, it is thought that 
without interfering with the sewers 
by going too near them the tracks 
can be sunk so low that the viaduct 


will be raised only eleven feet above the street 
grade at the highest point. This, as compared 
with the other viaducts and the bridge ap- 
proaches, is very moderate, and will impose but 
little extra labor upon carriages or pedestrians. 
What it does cause will be more than offset by 
the iecreased danger and dola y.

Dr, J. 8. Jewell, of shila etty, lectured in Lower 


Farwell Hall last night to a large and very at- 
tentive audience on the subject of “ Sleep and 
Its Derangements.” 

Dr. Jewell said that sleep was a subject of 
much greater importance than was generally 
accorded it. The average man passed one-third 
of his life in sleep without ever seriously ques- 
tioning himself as to what it was or when it was 
best forhim. Sleep was an affection of the 
brain,—but what had happened to the brain 
when the owner fell asleep? Several theoretical 
solutions to this problem had been advanced. 
One theory was that the brain actually 
wore itself out to a certain extent,—lost certain 
fluids which became converted into acids and 
produced a sort of numbness to the brain. An- 
other theory was that when sleep came on the 
brain lost its supply of blood, and from that 
cause ceased to act, being more or less turgid

All of this 
would have a tendeucy to w the blood from 
the brain. Sleeplesness was caused by exciting 
the mipd in some way,—by reading an exciting 
story Just before retiring, by drinking tea or 
coffee or some other stimulant. Sieeplesness 
was also caused by a person retiring with the 
lower extremities cold and the head and upper 

rtion of the body warm, thus allowing the 
rain too much blood, and, therefore, undue 
excitation. A hot foot-bath would overcome 
this difficulty by restoring the equilibrium of 
the nervous system as regulated by the biood. 
An exceedingly irritable brain shouid be over- 
come to sleep by the use of chioral or 


some of the bromides to deaden the 
nerve sensibilities. The bromides were 
the best remedy, because they were 


harmless and not likely to create a habit of be- 
ing regularly taken, which was not the case 
with opium or morphine. That sleep was abso- 
lutely essential to a healthy brain every one 
knew. It the brain did not get enough rest in 
this way it would surely become deranged toa 
greater or less degree. Dreams were explained 
in this way: The brain was divided into distinct 
territories, each with its canal for blood supply 
entirely separated from the other. It was pos- 
sibie for one or more of these canals to become 


open, and at once the territory or ter- 
ritories of the brain to which the 
blood was allowed access commenced to act.

Dr. Jewell at this juncture expressed himself 
ready to answer any questions pertinent to the 
subject which might be put to him, and several 
were straightway asked from different parts of 
the hail.

Evfercing the Sunday Laws.

CHIcAGo, Feb. 10.—As the city election is now 
near at hand and the question of candidates is

Lega 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHIcAGo, Feb. 10.—The practice and pleadings 
in the Courts of Illinois are in such a chronic 
state of disorder ana confusion as to demand an 
immediate interposition of the legislative power 
to reform them. This State, with its Supreme 
Court wanéering like a tribe of Arabs from one 
spot to another, its Judges flying from place to 
place loaded down with court records and flies.— 
with its Appellate Courts, Cirenit Courts, Coun- 
ty Courts, City Courts, and Probate Courts,— 
with a practice made up of the discarded and 
rejected odds and ends of the com- 
mon law, the civil law, ecclesiastical 
law. Virginia law., and Kentucky law,—is 
made the lauguing-stock and jest of all 
civilized States, and it ought tobe. No other 
people on the face of God's earth, baving the 
experience, the knewledye, and the light of 
those of Illinois, dave ever adhered so long to 
an oid cumbersome, worn-out, and useless sys- 


tem. 

In the first place, the Supreme Court should 
be consolidated and settled at Springfield, the 
Capital of the State. Great disasters max ovor- 
take the taverns at Mount Vernon and Ottawa, 
but, if necessary, they could be moved with the 
Court. The Court should be always in session, 
and no terms are necessary. Their records 
cou'd be removed at any time, and causes heard 
in order of priority on the docket. Oral argu- 
ments should be invited, and not discouraged, as 
at present. After ten cases are heard they 
should be decided, and no more cases heard 
until they were. The Appellate Courts should 
be abolished; they are useless tumber,—more 
than useless, they are rubbish in a properly ar- 
ranged judicial system. 

The nisi prius courts should be remodeled, In 
this country we have fourteen nisi prius,Jadges 
in four different courts, and each Judge ruus a 
court of his own, with jurors, Bailiffe, clerks, and 
dockets, so that a lawyer who bas more than one 
ease is frequently obiiged to be in twoor more 
courts at the same moment. Witnesses collect 
in all the rooms, and hundreds of jurors are in 
attendance. 

There should be but one nisi prius court in 
Cook County. with ten or twelve Judges. The 
Chief Justice shuuld alone call the docketina 
room in which lawyers, jurors, and witnesses 
could meet. Then each case ready for trial 
would be sent to another Judge in an adjoining 
room for trial, aud so on. until all the Judges 
were employed. All motions should be heard 
and interlocutory matters transacted by the 
Judge who calls the docket. 

The practice and pleadings in our Courts— 
what can I say of them? What could a man say? 
Such a mess of incongruous, disconnected patch- 
work the world has never seen before, and never 
wiil see again. Instead of furnishing a plain. 
comprehensive method of stating a case or a de- 
fense, they simply offer a premium on the trick- 
ery which is directed to defeat the ends of jus- 
tice. It is a melancholy commentary upon any 
system of jurisprudence of which it can be said 
that it reaches no results and attains no ends. 
Practically, this is the fact in this State. The ma- 
chinery of the law bere is utteriy incompetent 
to deal with dishonest men. and it is 
not too much to say that no man, 
if he is disposed to resist, can 
be compelled to pay a debt in Illinois; the 
courts are powerless toreachhim. The delays, 
the tricks, evasions, and devices are far more 
effective than the courts. Now one of tbe first 
things to dois to impose the penaity of costs 
upon the party proven to be in the wrong in all 
law suits. With the impending danger of a 
judgment for costs, all parties, hoth plaintiffs 
and defendants, would hesitate befdre going in- 
to the courts, and this would reduce the amount 
of litigation at least one-half. With redaved 
litigation, we could reduce the number ot 
Judges, and the Appcliate Court could be abol- 
ished, and costs attaching to litigation be re- 
duced all the way through. This would cut 
down the business of the Supreme Court 
80 that it could hear all cases 
brought before it. The second thing to do 
ia to codify the law of judiciary procedure,— 
revise and reform the whole system from A to 
Z, or rather abolish it and substitute a modern 
code of laws which shall bave at least the merit 
of symmetry and simplicity, and which can be 
understood by lawyers and followed by courts. 

The preseut Legisiature should create a com- 
mission aud get this thing in motion: It is the 
imperative necessity of the hour.

NEW BILL ON STREET IMPROVEMENTS, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaao, Feb. 10.—I am glad to notice the ar- 
ticle in to-day’s paper concerning the bill now 
pending relative to &treet-paving in Chicago, as, 
although it purports to contain only the cursory 
views of the Mayor and Commissioner, yet it is 
an opening upon a very important sub- 
ject. The question as to what shail 
be considered a “permanent pavement,” 
though important, is really subsidiary. 
The greatest question is, how will such a law 
operate in distributing the burdenof taxation? 
How will such a law operate as between the 
owners of residence property south of Harrison 
street, west of Halsted street, and north of 
Michigan street, and the owners 01 
the very valuable business property on the 
South Side? Generally speaking. it may be said 
that the owners of property will pay their pro- 
portion of the expense of paving according to 
the values of their property, but will this oper- 
ate equitably? The value of business property 
is enhanced by the increase of business and de- 
mand for its use, and incident to this is the in- 
creased wear of the streets in the business por- 
tion of the city. While operative to some ex- 
tent, do the same causes which increase the 
vaiue of business property, within say the active 
business portion of the city. operate relatively to 
the same extent upon residence property gener- 
mes + Theu what will be the effect of such 
a law upon keeping the streets in repair? I 
think 1 have seen a statement that there are 
over 600 miles of streets in Chicago,—whether 
more or less, is it practicabie for the city to un- 
dertake this work? To what extent will favor- 
itism or log-rolling secure work on some streets 
or in one portion of the city to the unfair 
neglect of others? Will unimproved property 
be fairly dealt with # any system of general 
taxation for street-pa¥ing. A paved street is 
an improvement and enhances the value of the 
property abutting on the street, and to some 
extent that of property upon’ adjoining streets, 
but is thfs a sufficient reason for making thé ex- 
pense a city burden? All of these questions, it 
seems to me, require consideration, and,whether 
our present system is the best or not, 
we should move cautiously in making any such 
change as is proposed. Lincline to the opinion 
that the Mayor is a little * off on the law of the 
case if he thinks that without a specitic provis- 
ion to that effect the City Government can de- 
cide what is a “permanent pavement.” Sup- 
pose a street is paved with wooden blocks on 
earth, on boards, on plank, or on flagstones, as 
the case may be, and the Council should declare 
any one of these “permanent pavement,” 
would it prevent a xpayer from raising the 
question? As to the interposition of the Mayor's 
veto, 80 grandiloguentiy proposed as a 
safeguard, that sounds a little gase- 
ous. Owing to the rapid grow.b 
of the city, the character of the foundation, and 
the necessity for economy, to say nothing of the 
constitutional restriction upon taxation, our 
condition is anomalous, and certainly no such 
radical change should be made without a very 
careful examination,—much more of one than 
the matter has yet received. SPECTATOR.

Methods, 
the delicacy of which cannot be described. fail 
to reveal the presence of this gas in roots. 
heated by furnaces and by cast-iron stoves. 
There may be other things stili more injurious 
than carbonic oxide present in the air, but in 
the light of our present knowledge it is hard to 
see why they should be called carbonic oxide.”

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How He Picked Up Three South 
Park Bonds and Never Re- 
turned Them. 


Why Did Not the Board Take Proper 
Legal Action at the Time? 


The following letters were submitted to the 
South Park Board by the Auditor, Mr. Russell. 
in connection with his report concerning the 
Bowen defalcation, and explains why Mr. Rus- 
sell declared that Mr. Bowen was a thief: 

M. J. Russell, Eag., Auditor South Park Com- 
mission—Sik: In accordance with your instruc- 
tions to state the facts in regard to the receipt 
of J. Irving Pearce, Treasurer, for $3,097, on ac- 
count of receipts from South Park assessments 
filed as vouched by Collector, I beg leave to give 
the following as the facts In the ease: On the 
4th of April, 1276, the Board passed the follow- 
ing resolution in reference to the sinking fund, 
and the bonds were subsequently purchased. 

On motion of Commissioner Cornell, the ques- 
tion of the purchase of $25,000 worth of bonds 
tor sinking fund, and for issue of new series, 
was referred to the Finance Committee with 
power to act, 

At about that time, or within a few days, the 
Collector took three bonds-—-Nos. 74, 75, Ti, for 
$1,000 each—from Chauncey Kiliner in payment 
of taxes, and received a warrant for same—No. 
1.5. 

On the Tth day of Aprt!, 1°76, the Finance Com- 
mittee, Commissioners Bowen, Sidway, and Price, 
were in the park office, consulting as to the pur- 
chase of bonds for sinkingfund. They went out 
of the office and stood for some time on the steps 
talking together. Mr. Bowen came back, leav- 
ine the other two on the wins and demanded 
the three bonds purchased of Mr. Kiliner. for (to 
use his own words) the purpose of a quotation 
in market. in order to fix the value of the $25,000 
bonds to be purchased. 

Your Secretary gave them to him, and took the 
following receipt, supposing from the cireum- 
stance of the other Commissioners being with 
him that it was the action of the Finance Com- 
mittee, And even if it were not, he had no power 
to refuse the orders of the President: 

“ CHICAGO, April 7, 1876.—Received from H. W. 
Hurmon, Secretary of the Board of South Park 
Commissioners, three South Park bonds, num- 
bered 74, 7h, 7, of the first series due July, 1579, 
tor $1,000 each. Total, $3,000, with seven uncan- 
celed couponson each bond. C. T. Bowen.” 

indorsed across the face of the receipt: 
“These bonds were taken from Chauncey Kil- 
iner in payment of South Park assessments.”’ 

Ou the 22d of July. 1876, the Collector received 
four bonds in payment of assessments and col- 
lected a warrant from commission for same, 
No. 2.193. It was. discovered that three of the 
bonds paid in for taxes were the same taken by 
Mr. Bowen for quotations—viz.: Nos. 74, 75. 77, 
the other, No. 256, being all right. The Secre- 
tury immediately notified Mr. Sidway of Mr. 
Bowen's action, who notified, ag he stated to the 
Secretary, other Commissioners by letter er 
verbally. Aud under verbal —.— from 
Commissioners and their attorney your Secre- 
tary wave his receipt to the Treasurer, J. Irving 
Pearce, for three bonds, Nos. 2,078, 2,000, and 2.001. 
to take their piace, and corrected the warrant. 
This left the three bonds Nos. 74,75, and 77 
twice paid for. Mr. Bowen, on being taxed with 
the mutter, stated, as your Secretary under- 
stands and believes, that the actual sale was an 
error; that the funds were still in the bank, and 
that he would pass the same to the credit of the 
Com mission. 

This he did not do, and the receipt for the 
bonds remained in the Treasurer's bank, the 
Third National. In the failure of the Third Na- 
tional Bank it became necessary to take up said 
receipt forthe three bonds, and the Collector 
took the Treasurer's receipt for the amount 
necessary, and held the tod cash. 


Mr. Bowen was pressed t ake the matter 
good, and atone time gave draft for amount, 
but draft was returved unpaid, 

On the Ivth day of February, 1880, in order to 
complete the account of the Commission against 
C. T. Bowen, and to transfer this and other items 
as they property belonged, the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

“Resolved, That the Secretary open on 
the books of the Commisson an account 
against Chauncey T. Bowen, and transfer to said 
account the items properly chargeabie to said 
Bowen,” 

In accordance with this resolution the ac- 
count was so opened, and this with the other 
items of bis defalcation were charged to him, 
the assessment receiving credit for this item 
amounting to $3,097.00, and so remains. This is 
a true and correct statement of the facts in con- 
nection with this voucher. Moat respectfully 
yours, H. W. HARMON, Secretary.

and called for his ticket, one of which 1 then 
held, and for balance of draft in currency, and 
directed me to deposit draft with Treasurer. He 
then stated that drawee was indebted to him for 
amount of draft for advances made for taxes. 
I deposited draft same day as directed. In due 
course I received notice from the Treasurer 
that draft had been returned protested, and to 
call and take it up. Limmediately nowified Pres- 
ident Bowen of the fact and requested him to 
provide for it, and he having failed to do so, and 
the Treasurer ins ting, I took up the draft, and 
svorthereafter no lified the officers of the Board 
of my action in the premises. Since which time 
Ihave held the draft as a cash item, and so ex- 
hibited it to Mr. Lewis.

NO STEPFATHER WANTED. 

There appeared yesterday before Justice Wal- 
lace Mrs. S. F. Baldwin, who was charged by 
Christopher Schnaidt with forcibly detaining bis 
daughter.

Schnaidt called on Mrs. Baldwin and told 
her daughter that “hencefourth she must look 
out for herself,“ and requested Mrs. Baldwin to 
keep her — put her little earnings in ciothing 
until she Was decently clad, and act the mother 
toher. This Mrs. B. has been endeavoring to 
do, and has grown much attached to her charge, 
much to the displeasure of Mr. Schnaidt, who 
bas tried in various ways to get into his own 
hands Minnie's wages of $1 a week or induce 
her to leave her protectress. Finding bimself 
foiled, he had Mrs. Baldwin arrested on a charge 
of forcibly holding his daughter.

“No, I want to go with Mrs. Baidwin.” It was 
evident that there was no case, and the lady was 
dismissed. 


Wheat Trade of California. 
San Francisco Alta, Jan. 31. 

The wheat trade is not in @tlourishing condi- 
tion. Recent reports, doubtléss exaggerated, of 
the large amount of grain on band tend to in 
crease the depression. There is not tonnage 
enough to carry away last year’s grain, and a 
considerable surplus will remain. The Assessor 
will be around again before long, and, unless 
some arrangement is made, the loans on the 
wheat may be cal in before his visit, so that 
the holders may avoid tax on their money, 
and this would throw mu grain on the market 
and beat down prices. It is hoped and believed 
that the producers will come to an understand- 
ing with the banks, for they can much better 
a ord to pay the taxes on the notes than to let 
the wheat go to forced sale and probably be 
bought in by the banks to cover the loans. 
Grangers will meet ina few days to discuss this 
question, and will, no doubt,, arrive at the solu- 
tion suggested. It does nöt appear that the 
banks manifest any disposition to be severe up- 
on borrowers, and we betieve that none of 
them will be desirous of calling in the loans and 
forcing sales, if the farmers meet them upon 
equitable ground. There is, of course, no pros- 
—1 of their allowing the notes to run and pay- 

the tax themselves. That is not human nat- 
ure. The man who has to borrow must always 
expect to bear the burden.
